Mr. F. L. Doigall, when the Im- 
perianal Horticultural Conference 
opened at the Soclety of Arts on 
Aug. 55 Mr, Dougall snid there 
had been a big i increase in the con- 
sumption of oranges, ‘but only ‘16 
per cent. of those’ consumed 
tame from Empire, sources. . The 
orange market was Practically do- 
minaled ‘by Spain, while Italy con- 
trolled the lemon industry to such 


‘Jin extent that Empire growers of 


lemons could not afford to market 
them. Empire growers should re- 
member that apart from the market 
in Great Britain there was a world 
market for fruit of all- kinds. - 

Mr. J, L, Brown, chairman of 
Export 
Control Bourd, said that the Board 
had under consideration the ° in- 
troduction’ of fresh outlets, ‘the 
development of new markets and 
the stabilisation :of . the old ones 
Since the Bonrd had been establish- 
ed exports of New Zealand fruit 
had increased sixfold: Sir David

Horticultural research was dis-

Ottawa, 

Mr. B, Hahne described research 
work In South Africa, where, he 
said, the: Department of Agricy'.

ALLEGED LIBEL IN A 
PHOTOGRAPH. 


Curious ‘Assertions. in 
- Calcutta Case. 


HINDU WOMANS CLAIM, 


' The Chief Justice and Mr. Justice 
C, C.. Ghose, in the Calcutta High 
Court recently. delivered judgment 
in an appea} from a judgment of Mr. 
Justice Buckland in a suit for 
damages against the East Indian 
Rajlway, brought by a Hindu widow, 
for publication of her photograph in 
the railway’s guide-books, 

Srimati ‘ Suahilabala Dassee, the 
plaintiff in the case, is’ a 
purdanashin lady and belongs to the 
Sadgobe caste; -Her case was that 
the publication of her photograph 
amounted to a Jibel and was also an 
infringement of her copyright in 
her photograph. She claimed dam- 
ages against the railway. The suit 
was dismissed .with costs by Mr.- 
Justice Buckland. 

The plaintiff appealed against the 
judgment. The Chief Justice, in 
his judgment, with. which . Mr. 
Justice’ Ghose concurred, said that 
he was not prepared to interfere 


with the decision of Mr. Justice |.’ 


Buckland, who refused to hold that 
the publication of the pusioexnee 
was libellous. . 
His lordship, however, “onalderad 
that the plaintiff's copyright in‘the 
photograph ‘wag infringed and that 
she was very distinctly damaged by 
the action of the rajlway, company.

The plaintiff's Suit came up for 
hearing before Mr. Justice 
“Costello, who held that the mate’s 
receipt was an acknowledgment 
an the part of the shipping com- 
pany that they -had received the 
goods in their possession for “ex: 
port by the shippers. ' 

He held that. the i issuing of bills 
of lading to the Export Company 
amounted to a breach of'duty in 
the circumstances of the case, and 
he gave judgment for the plain- 
tiffs for Rs. 72.150 for price of the 
goods as against the defendants, 
the Export Company, and’ for 
damages os aguinst the second 
defendants, the shipping .com- 
pany. 


The court agreed wit) the find-’ 


ing and the learned judge came 
.to the conclusion that the appel- 
lants were entitled to the goods 
as property in them had passed, 
and that . the Export Company 
could not, as.against the plaintiffs, 
set up their own wrong. .

A Constant Menace. 
By such illumination I hope to 
gain your. keen ¢o-operation in

In almost every case where .a 
householder complains of trouble- 
Some’ mosquitoes occurring in his 
residence the fault has been his 
own. Ho or his servants have 
neglected some obvious precaution 


-and ‘the mosquitoes that trouble 


him are the “dengue” mosquitoes 
which breed in some neglected 
receptacle of water ‘in ‘or around 
the house, It is not enough to buy 
some insecticide, of which 80 many 
excellent preparations are on the 
market with luring advertisements 
of the havoe they cause in the in- 
sact world! 


Use these agents as your aaaist- 
ants! Sf you wish, but don’t neglect 
your own more important duty of 
making a tour of observation 
around the ‘house and compound to 
search out and destroy the breed- 
ing place. 

The source of trouble may lie in 
the cookie’s concrete bath tub or 
in the cups below the meat safe 
which have been filled with water 
instoad of oil, or more often in a 
tin or tins which have been thrown | 
into ‘the hedge or in same under- 
growth nearby. Having found the 
larvae, get all the niembera of the | 
household gathered around you. 
Use the larvae as a text for your; 


‘| missionary work, Admonish those 


who are responsible and read a 
sermon.over the corpses of the 
larvae that ‘you destroy. ‘ If you 
are’ still in doubt as to the source 
of the . mosquito breeding—call 
upon the health authority to advise 
you. 

Extermination Within Sight.’ 

‘When the public are prepared 
wholeheartedly to assist in the 
campaign egainst mosquitoes, I 
have no doubt that the goal . to 
wards which we alm,‘ namely an 
extermination of all dangerous 
mosquitoes within the boundaries, 
of this city, is already in sight. 

In conclusion, the important 
facta about the “dengue” -mos- 
quito, may be summed - up briefly. 
These mosquitoes breed in water. 
They swim before they fly. They 
can only breed in water, but any 
kind of receptacle containing stag- 
nant water is suitable’ for their 
larvae. To get rid of them, their 
breeding places must be discovered 
and each ‘treated , effectively, a¢- 
cording to their. needs. i

Snow only\appears at 14,000 feet. 
But by the)time I reached Moshi

Every, year half a dozen people 
make the ascent, It is an easy 
task, provided one’s blood pres- 
sure ja not o high one. Camping 
sear can be hired locally; the ex- 
pedition takes about six days, and

After Nakuru bdgan’ a stiff 
climb, The Equator was not far 
uway, and the nenrer I got to it 
the colder I felt. An altitude of 
9,000 feet wag reached before I 
southern half of our 
little world, From Eldoret, where 
‘a large numberof South African 
Dutch have emigrated, I had an 
uneventful, 110-mile trip to the 
‘Uganda border. ‘A storm . was 
brewing on Mount Elgon, and in 
‘order to escape from it I travel- 
led as fast as the bad road. al- 
stowed, until I crossed into 
Uganda. Without transition ‘the 
road beeame perfect, a road only 
10 feet wide, but as } smooth asa 
speedway. ‘ 

The country was" "enckinntingly 
green and thickly populated. 7.1 
caught a glimpse of Lake Victoria- 
Nyanza as I watched the. numbers 
rapidly decreasing on the civilis- 
e@-looking milestones. I traversed 
Jinja, and a few hundred yards 
further I stopped on the bank of 
a river, the Nile, and I felt a 
great ‘longing to glide 3,000 miles 
further north on its blue surface. 
I crossed the river in a large 
native canoe, and a couple of 
hours later I was in Kampala 
and 26 miles ftom Entebbe, . the 
actual seat of the Government. 

Kampala fs built on seven hills, 
like the Eternal City. The palace 
of the Kabaka or King of Uganda 
is on one hill;’ the Government 
hospital on another; the Catholic 
mission and its magnificent cathe- 
dral on a third; andthe C.M.S. 
medical mission on a fourth.. Dr. 
Albert Cooke, C.M.G., a business- 
like, austere figure in Khaki, is 
the founder of the last-named. 
‘Thirty-three years ago he arrived 
iri Uganda; to-day he manages a 
large native hospital dominated 
Ly-a monumental cathedral. Mrs. 
\Cooke has founded a: maternity 
home, and all over the country a 
number of;small branches,-run by 
native girls trained as midwives, 
When I saw Mrs, Cooke she: was 
checking . the washing, | but this 
homely occupation did not belittle 
the impression of tremendous 
spiritual power which she convey- 
ed. She spoke with fervour, and 
sometimes seemed fnapired.. “This

At Fort Lamy, 
near Lake Tehad, a

“Where the Rain Comes From.” 

Two thousand feet, betow, Lake 
Albert glittered under the vertical 
sunrays,. The hills’ on the Congo 
side, 22: miles away, were faintly 
visible through the haze. Ina 
south-westerly direction, - Ruwen- 
zerl, the highest peak of the 
Mountains of the Moon, ‘appeared 
for an instant,.and then - was 
swathed in clouds and remained 
true to its'name, which means, 
“Where the rain comes from.”. 

The rest camp was already ac- 
cupied by a forestry officer who 
sang the praises of the precious 
timber to be found between 
Masindi and the lake, and in the 
Ituri, district in Beigian territory. 

The next day I embarked on the 
steamér and crossed the lake to 
Kageny!. I could have taken a 
shorter route by sailing to Rhino 
Camp .on the ‘Nile and. stepping 
on the “Route Royale,” which 
cuts the Northern Congo from 
east to west, but I wanted to see 
the Kilo’ and Moto gold miines, 
I would rejoin the re road at 
Feradje. 

After a stiff’ climb I “found my- 
self on the plateau once more, and 
said a final good-bye to the Rift 
Valley. 
the day I drove up and down and 
round endless hills. I counted as 
many -as 127 sharp bends ‘in. the 
course of 30 miles. The trees 
became bigger and taller, the 
light softer and‘the-air was ‘fill- 
ed ‘with the odour’ of ‘decayed 
vegetation. I was entering a new 
world—the equatorial forest. 

. I stopped at Mongbwalu (which 

sie the. white man’s: grave) 
and was put up by a Belgian en- 
gineer™ in charge of mining opera- 
tions in this important sector of 
the Kilo mines. He showed me 
the gold-bearing quartz . contain- 
ing 20 grs. a ton, and casually 
‘pointed towards. 18 heads’ « of 
buffalo hung round the stoop of 
his bungalow. The beasts were 
all killed in: the neighbourhood. 

The next day was a Monday, 
fortunately for me. ‘ Eighteen 
miles from Mongbwalu I gazed 
cna large board and read the 
following puzzling notice 
French, of .course):

i was going to Tapa, so I could 


‘proceed without breaking the law. 


But I soon discovered that on a 
Tuesday I would. have run 
risk of breaking my bones and 
that on a Wednesday I would have 
beenpkilled. The ond was very 
narrow and’ cut jn the hillside, 
A car coming from Tapa would 
have crushed me against the wall, 
As it was, I enjoyed the unique 
experience ,of driving fast round 
Ylind corners without having te 
bother about ‘oncoming — traffic; 
this went on for 48 miles. 

- During the afternoon I saw a 


solitary elephant In the distance, 


and after putting the ‘machine on 
the stand, I did some amateur 
stalking and secured a couple of 
photos, I reached Feradje the 
same night after a 265 miles’ ride

From Feradje to Buta (470 
miles) I drove through ea country 
which’ Jooks like the — tropical 
Affica of one’s imagination: palms. 
banana groves, clusters of giant 
bamboos, and natives wearing the 
cheapest: garment in the world: a 
few blades of the long grass. 
Most women and children carriéd 
baskets full of snow-white cotton, 


Every 40 or 60 miles I came 
upon a mighty tributary .of the 
Congo River and was taken across 
on a ferry. | 
contraption ‘was ‘always ‘moored 
at the ‘opposite bank, and I had, 
to wait in the aweltering heat” 
until it was slowly rowed across 
the . river. ' Some natives. had 
cone-shaped heads.

quito-net and fell ‘asleep. 

During the night an uproar of 
bleats and shouts woke me up. In 
two ‘seconds I was outside with my 
‘Mauser pistol and followed my 
hest (a pyjama-clad figure’ like 
misel!), who, gun in hand, was 
racing towards a small cattle-kraal 
of thorn bushes, A dark body 
whirling above the -fenve,. two 
shots, a savage growl expressing 
wrath rather than pain, and com- 
ing closer we saw the body 
of a full-grown leopard. ' 

I. stayed at the mission for a 
couple of days and while | fitting 
my machine for a 400 miles’ drive 
to Fort Lamy, I heard interesting 
tales about the tribes of the dis-

days. The sand was very deep and 


‘whenever I dropped in second or 


first gear my back wheel dug itself 
in and [ would come to a stand- 
still. I decided to stay in top gear 
at ll costs and succeeded tolerabdly: 
well, 

That day I covered, 195 miles 
and after driving on grass mats I 
came upon the Chari for the 
second time. On the other side of 
the river lived a native official, so 
1 had been told. A couple of'shots 
fired in’ the air brought ao canoe 
within half-an-hour. I.Jeft _my 
machine undor the guard of Pro- 
vidence and spent the night on the 
stoep of a very clean bungalow. 

The next morning 1 discovered 
that my tank had sprung a leak 
and was empty. I atill posseased 
a full four-gallon tin but would it 
lust til! Fort Lamy? 

At:3 pam. the machine stopped. 
I was only 90 miles from my 
destination. Under normal. cire 
cumstances J]: would have covered 
that distance in -three or four 
hours, I actually reached Fort 
Lamy five days later. 

I hid the machine among the 
bushes, memorised the place very 
carvufully and walked to the aext 
village, a distance of four miles. 
Some of the men were heathens, 
and almost naked; the others were 
Moslems and wore flowing robes. 
The’ women wore their hair in a 
kind of shingle, but it hung -in 
hundreds of little plaita, The 
chief, who was a heathen (because 
he was naked and quite drunk) 
offered me his hut, but I knew bet- 
ter and ‘commandeered a clean 
grass:'mat which I spread under a 
tree.
